Why simply this: « Put it on all the year about.”

by those who have packed butter with and with. 
out saltpetro, that it le much better not to use tt 
for this purpose. The best plan of salting butter 
is to uae the purest salt only; heat it on the fre 
defure using it, to dry, drive off all the motsture, 
and apply it warm when work ing the butler. 

To Pasvest Savy ox Wwaart.-Mr. Daniel Rice 
of Guilford, Maine, writes to the Country Gentie- 
man that bine vitriol (sulphate of copper) lee 
preventive of emut in wheet. He has used it 
these twenty years for this purpose and never has 
failed. He washes his wheat clean, then takes 
thrve ounces of vitriol for cech bushel, a4 dis 
solves it In water—first draining the water from 
the washed wheat, as nearly as he can, then adds 
the dissolved vitriol to it and lete it soak from 12 
te 24 hours before sowing; tm the meantime oo- 
castomally stirring the grain.

It i» ot true that suger candies are of them- 
selves injurious to the teeth or the bealth of 
those who ase them , so far from it, they are leas 
injurious thea any of the ordinary forms of food 
when employed in moderation. 


which afford lodgment to particles of food . such 
particles being decomposed by moisture and 
heat, give out an acid, which will corrode steel 
as well as teeth, bat pure sugar, aod pure can- 
dies are wholly dissolved, there is no remnant to 
be decomposed to yield this destructive acid. we 
remember now no item of food which is so per- 
fectly dissolved in the mouth a» sugar and candy. 
When visiting (he sugar plantations of Cuba, the 
attention was constantly arrested by the appe- 
tently white and solid teeth of the negroes who 
superintended the process uf cane grinding ; they 
drank the cane juice like water, there was no re- 
straint este its ase, and the little urchins pinying 
about, would chew the sugar-yielding cane by 
the hour, Itis much the same in Louisiana, 
where the shiging faces and broad grins of the 
blacks are equally tudicative of exaberant bealth 
and « splendid teeth.”

ft cannot be made, gota ripe fruit in our orchards 
which does pot yield it in large proportions, and 
ft is the main constituent of that ‘milk’ which is 
provided for the young of animals and men al! over 
the world. Perhaps the child has never lived 
which did not love sweet things beyond ali others; 
it is am Instinet, a passion, not less universal, 
than the love of water. A very little child cas 
be hired to do for « bit of sugar what nothing 
else would. The reason of this is, that without 
sugar, ne child could possibly live, it wouk! 
freese to death ; it is the sugar in its food which 
keeps it warm, and warmth is the first necussity 
for a child. 

But to use this information intelligently aad 
profitably, it must be remembered that sugar is 
an artificial product, is concentration, and thet, 
if used ia mech larger proportions than wonld be 
found in our ordinary food, as provided by the 
beneficent Faruxn of us all, we will suffer injury. 
We should never forget that the immoderate use 
of anything is destructive to human bealth and 
life, if persevered in. The best general rules to 
be observed are two: 

First, Use concentrited sweets at meal times 
only. 

Second, Use them occasionally, and in mode- 
ration. — Hall’: Jowrnal of Health.

At the close of his term he returned to the prac- 
thee of bis profession, of which be bas always 
been « brilliant ormament. 

In 1848, Mr. Seward was elected, almost una- 
| nimousty, by the legislature of New York, to the 
Senate of the United States, in place of John A. 
Dia, whose term expired on the third of March, 
1849. In the Presidential canvass of the Gret 
mentioned year, Mr. Seward gave General Taylor 
« bearty and enthusiastic support, and from their 
meeting in Washington till tne death of the 
latter, they were Grm and cordial friends. In 
184, Mr. Seward was re-elected to the United 
States Senate for six years from the 4th of 
March, 1445. 

At the present time, Mr. Seward is generally 
regarded as the most prominent leader of the 
pew Republican party Some of that party 
urge bis somination for the Presidency, buat 
it is gemeraity thought by the more discern- 
fag, that the somination will fall in some other 
direction.

THE HORSE. 


Animals of the horse kind deserve a place nest 
to man, io a Distory of sature. Their activity, 
thelr strength, their usefulness, and their beauty, 
allcontribate to reader them the principal objects 
of oer curiosity aad care--« race of creatures in 
whose wellare we are interested hert to our own. 
Of all the quadruped smimals, the horse seems 
the most beautiful ,—the noble largeness of his 
form, the glossy smoothness of bis skin, the grace
